CHICAGO (JP)— Police hoped a petite Filipino girl 
would be well enough today to tell them the details of 
the niprht of horror when eight of her girl friends were 
butchered. Her dark, wide-set eyes, first beheld the 
nightmare scene - but she was too hysterical to give a 
coherent account. 


Corazon Amurao. 23, an exchange student, is the 
only witness and survivor of the slaughter during Wed­

in various stages of undress. 


Subanimal Behavior 


“We've

Romney OKs Million 
For Ontonagon Road 


County Home R ule Signed Legislators To 


— | Get Pay Raises 
I And Maybe Cars 


LANSING 'A P '- G »v. George 
Romney signed the county home 
rule bill Thursday, calling it 
little more than “ a step in the 
right direction. ’ 


Backers of a strong, stream ­ 
lined county governments have 
complained that the frequently 
amended bill was watered down 
in its stormy 14-m«ith legisla­ 
tive history. 


While signing one bill to mod­ 
ernize county government. Rom­ 
ney vetoed one that, backers 
said, would eliminate one archa­ 
ic element in the county—the 
non-medical county coroner. 


The bill would have replaced 
the elected coroner with an ap­ 
pointed medical ex «miner. 


Countv voters already hav? 
the power to adopt ihe medical 
exam iner system if they want it, 
Romney said, “and 1 see no 
need to remove from the people 
the right for them to chcose a 
system which most nearly meets 
their particular needs in this 
area." 


FaUs Short 


The home rule bill does not do 
all it should to give counties 
greater autonomy, Romney said, 
but 
“ it can form a building 
block for better local govern­ 
ment. 


" I am hopeful it will lead to 
further improvements in coming 
y ears,” he added. 


It allows any of Michigan's 83 i 
counties to adopt a home rule 
charter—much as cit!es were in 
the early 1900s. 


Backers of strong county gov­ 
ernment have complained that it 
is poorly organized and that they 
are headed by boards of super­ 
visors so large as to be un­ 
wieldy. 


Either the board of supervi­ 
sors or five per cent of the 
voters in a county may put the 
question of electing a charter 
commission on the ballot. 


Commissioners, 
representing 
equal-population, single-member 
districts, w’ould be clected on a 
partisan basis. 


Commissions Vary 
The number of commissioners 
would range from a maximum 
of seven in counties with less 
than 5,001 population tc between 
25 and 35 in counties of more 
than 600,000. (Wayne County is 
the only one over 600,000 in 
Michigan > 


If the charter drawn up by the 
commission 
is 
approved, 
it 
would allow the county to elect 
a board of supervisors — also 
from equal-population districts. 
The board would be limited to 
five to 21 members in counties 
under 600,000, and to five to 35 
in Wayne. 


The county drain and 
road 
commissioners could be either 
elected or appointed, at local 
option. The sheriff, prosecutor, 
clerk, treasurer and register of 
deeds would continue to be elect­ 
ed on a partisan ballot. 


The charter must provide for j 
a salaried county executive to be J 
elected at large on a partisan \ 
basis, and may provide for any j 
other offices and departments i 
necessary for the efficient oper- j 
ation of the county government.

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Concern For Humans 


Cfovernor Romney created the State Human Re- 
Rouire» Council more than a year ajro. it expresses liis 
concern that jrovernment should, in final analysis, seive 
the needs of human beingrs and that the> are sometimes 
lost in the srreat shuffle that results when jrovernnient 
organizes to serve the needs of millions. The individual 
becomes a very little fella in such a hutie complex. 


Practically, he cannot be helped as an individual, 
but jrovernment should foi*ever l>e mindful that the 
citizenry is composed of individuals. Ti nt’s essentially 
what the Human Resources Council is about. 


Edward L. Cushman, a fellow official of (iovernor 
Romney in Ameiican Motors before tli»* ;ro\ enioi’s de­ 
parture from industry for politics, waa named chaimian 
of the Human Resouixjes Council. He lia^ since returned 
to the Halls of Tvy and lias acquired Lieut. Gov. Wil­ 
liam Milliken as a co-chairman of the Council, which now 
has HaiT>ld C. McKinney. Jr.. formerly of the Michigan 
Council of Churches, as executive seci*etary. 


Cuushman has written his concept of t)ie Human 
Resources Council mission and it brinirs comment of an 
able mpn skilled in both industry and academics on one 
of our jrreat pix)blems of modernity. 


He cites that in tlie past 20 yea is state and l(Ka1 
taxes have increased .V28 per cent in this country. In 
1916 the federal srovernment paid '^801 million to the 
states and localities and this year tlie fiirurA is up to SI I 
billion, administered by 21 federal depailments and 
agencies. 


State and local jrovernment emnloymenf rose from 
S.ii million to 8 million in the past 20 years, wliile the 
federal jrovernment reduced its employment by lOO.oiK) 
to 2.6 million workers. Cusliman says federal exnendi- 
tures and resources must fncreasinjrly be related to the 
problems of state and local jrovemments. 


Government, says Cushman, needs to and is ex­ 
pected to grow at ever>- level. And this tremendous ex­ 
pansion raises profound questions regarding the best 
way to solve today’s social problems and tomorrow’s. 


The Founding Fathers envisioned government as 
at two levels—national and regional (states). Boundar­ 
ies of states are historical happenstance without any 
relationship to the social, economic, and political needs 
of today. 


“Today we need regional government even more 
than we did in 1776.” says Cushman. “Because the 
states have not carried out their role, many Americans 
l>elieve they have become obsolete in concept. We are in 
danger of ci*eating substitutes which cannot meet the 
needs of people effectively and equitably. 


“Unless people become interested in the role of re­ 
gional govrnment and insist that states carv^• out ti>pir 
vital functions, our system of govemment will be ditis- 
tically different from the original concept. 


“Some say bureaucrats are tr>nng to take over. T 
know of no group of individuals moi*e frustrated, or 
more aware of the limits of decision-making on a na­ 
tional basis than these people. Tliey understand where 
the action really is. Our frustration is shared fully bv 
those trying to administer policies and nrograms estalv 
lished at higher levels. Our gi*eat need is to fulh' ex­ 
ploit the talents, experience and wisdom of individuals 
at all levels of government and in the private sector.

"On all sides there is a gi*eat degree of skepticism, 
a degi*ee of ignorance in the attitudes of the private sec­ 
tor towaixl government, only equalled by the ignorance 
of the attitudes in the government sector about the pro­ 
grams and attitudes of the piivate sector. 


‘Tliere has to be in the business community a re­ 
cognition that a coiDoration is »nore t’lan an economic 
institution. Every decision of gi*eat significance made 
in a private comoration also has social significance. Tl’is 
should be an intrinsic pai*t of the economic decisions. Tt 
is important for business to accept this philosophy and 
so organize as to be able to carry out Its social as w’oll 
as its economic pui*pose. 


“We are now at a period when organizations est:ib- 
lished to reform our society are themselves in need of 
reform. Organised labor, for examnle. needs to examine 
its collective bargainincr role, but in some wnys even 
more its n>le as a .sf)c»pl instihit’on woH;irir witli otlier 
private organizations and in the determination of public 
polic.v. 


“Social welfare agencies need to mi<Ke a searcbinjr 
review of their objectives and metliods. We may need 
programs significiMitly different from the pn>grams 
needed in the earliej* days of tlie .social \velfa}’e ninve- 
ment. Too many inistitutions today aie in a staop of 
ritual, following set patterns which ha^'e long been in 
need of change. 


“The Human Resouires Council can 
a niecl'iini'ni 
to stimulate develoninent of nri\;ite orQiiniyatiMii^ .nid 
public organizations at every level of sovermnent. not 
only to coordinate their efforts, but to develon a new 
awareness of their nature and scope, and new approach­ 
es related totheir nature.”

ANESTHETIC DEPENDS ON 


** I want to go to sleep when 
1 have my teeth taken ont’* 
writes Mary B., “but I’ve been 
told it’i dangerous." 


“To go to sleep” or to be 
•‘completely knocked out” art 
expressions frequently used in 
referring to general anesthe­ 
sia. G.A. (as compared to local 
anesthesia: “novocaine” injec­ 
tion into the gums) is accom­ 
plished by inhaUng gas (ni­ 
trous oxide), injecting sodium 
pentothal into a vein or using 
o t h e r muscle relaxants and 
anesthetic agents, alone or in 
combination. 


U n d e r 
hospital 
operaUng 
room procedures, or simulated 
conditions, this type of anes­ 
thesia is relatively safe and 
most effective. Proof is that 
thousands of dental patients 
are given G.A. every day w’ith 
little or no postoperative dis­ 
comfort. 


However, G.A. can be dan­ 
gerous in some circumstances 
and must be used with proper 
precautions. It should be ad­ 
ministered by p e r s o n s who 
are 
competent 
by 
training, 
knowledge and experience to 
give anesthesia, and to perform 
any 
procedure 
necessary 
to 
save a patient’s life 
if the 
necessity arises. Equipment al­ 
so must be up to high profes­ 
sional standards, and adequate 
to fulfull any emergency. 


Selection of an anesthetic 
should be dependent on the 
mental and physical health of 
the patient, type of dentistry to 
be done, and judgment of pa­ 
tient’s physician and dentist. 


G.A. is often the only way 
some patients can get any den­ 
tistry done. For some mentally 
disturbed people, paraplegics, 
mentally retarded, difficult to 
handle children and adults, go­ 
ing to sleep may be the only 
solution to performing unevent­ 
ful, normal dental procedures 
— even preparing and filling 
teeth. 


Multiple 
extractions 
are 
usually best done under G.A. 
because everything can be done 
at one time: extractions, bone- 
trimming. stitches, etc. It thus 
saves patients an extra hospital 
admission or office visit, ex­ 
posure to additional anesthesia, 
and sometimes additional cost.

Dear Folks: 


From a director of the wall­ 
paper Council, come» the fol­ 
lowing advice. 


“For the do-it yourself de­ 
corator who is planning to hang 
wallpaper, get started off right. 


“Most people start hanging 
wallpaper in the corner, but 
sometimes you can do a better 
matching job with the first 
strip hung eleewthere. 


“A l^, you should use a plumb 
line to make sure you hang the 
first strip of wallpaper straight 
“Use a thumb tack with a 
sitring on it and a weight at 
the other end—« piece of chalk 
or anything. Tack this at the 
top of the walll, and it w'ill 
give you a straight line for 
hanging your paper. You can 
either draw s Une down, or 
make a chalic mark on your 
wall. 


“If the room has a fiieplace, 
center your first strip over the 
fireplace (the focal point of 
the room), and work out from 
each side o< the first strip. 


“If there are two windows on 
one wall, start in the center 
of the wall between the two 
windows. 


“The main reason Is so you 
oan 
get a better match on 
a patterned pa|K‘r w<here you 
have a broken wall, 


“And, if it’s not a patterned 
paper, at least it’s hanging 
straight when your eye catches 
the center of the room. 


“These tips niake a more 
professionally decorated room 
when you’ve finished.”
